Executive Committee Meeting 
February 23, 1954 


Meeting of the Executive Committee was call- 
ed to order on this day by Chairman, Raymond H. 
Chase at 1:30 p. m. 


The following members were present: Flan- 
agan, Letourneau, Stearns, Brown and Studley. 


The three County Commissioners and County 
Home Superintendent were also present. 


Each item in the proposed budget was consider- 
ed. Additional items in the budget were also con- 
sidered; namely, $2000 for repairs and alterations 
to Superior Court Room; $1000—Sheriff—partition, 
camera and files; $600 County Solicitor for secre- 
tarial expense; $3600 for hay baler and car for the 
County Home. 


Meeting adjourned at 3:45 p.m. Public Hear- 
ing on the proposed budget is scheduled for March 
2, 1954 at 8 p. m.

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Public Hearing 
March 2, 1954 


The meeting was called to order at 8 p. m. by 
Chairman, Raymond H. Chase. 


The following delegation members were pres- 
ent: Roy V. Swain, Max W. Leighton, William H. 
Connell, Harley A. Crandall, Emmet J. Flanagan, 
Helen C. Funkhouser, Albert D. Littlehale, Angeline 
St. Pierre and Albert H. Brown. Also present were 
the three County Commissioners, Supt. of County 
Home, Mr. John Lepene, County Solicitor, John M. 
Brant, representatives from the press and six cit- 
izens. 


Each item in the budget was considered. 


City Solicitor, T. Casey Moher questioned the 
$1800 for County Solicitor’s salary and recommend- 
ed to the members of the delegation that something 
be done to raise the salary of the County Solicitor 
when the legislature meets again. 


Mr. Walter Keays questioned various items 
such as the photostat machine; Care and Supplies 
for Court House; special appropriation for repairs 
to the Superior Court Room; special appropriation 
for camera, partition and files for Sheriff and the 
hay baler and car for the County Home. 


Mr. Walter Keays recommended that the $95,- 
000. appropriation for the County Farm be cut 
$5,000. Both Mr. Chase and Mr. Lepene, Supt. of 
the County Farm spoke. 


Mr. Walter Keays, in questioning the receipts 
on photostat, asked whether or not some provision 
or motion had been made for photostating veterans’ 
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discharges at no charge. Stated that now veterans 
are paying 35c. Matter was referred to the County 
Commissioners to check.

Budget Meeting—1954 
March 15, 1954 


The all-day meeting was called to order at 
11:15 a. m. by Chairman Raymond H. Chase. The 
following members of the delegation were present: 
Roy V. Swain, Max W. Leighton, Frank J. Grimes, 
Joseph Marcotte, Jr., Charles W. Webb, William H. 
Connell, Harley A. Crandall, Emmet J. Flanagan, 
Helen C. Funkhouser, Albert D. Littlehale, William 
M. Stearns, Leeman B. Wormhood, William H. Neh- 
ring, Ernest L. Rolfe, Fred Maxfield, Albert Nelson, 
Alphonse Lacasse, Angeline M. St. Pierre, Norma 
M. Studley, Fred L. Green, Edward G. Letourneau, 
Albert H. Brown and Frank I. Caldwell. Also pres- 
ent were the three County Commissioners, County 
Solicitor, John M. Brant, Mrs. Anna Dube, Register 
of Deeds, County Treasurer, Leo Cormier, Mrs. 
Mary E. Cheney, Welfare Worker, Mr. Angell of the 
Strafford County Farm Bureau, Mr. Dan Adams, 
County Agent, County Farm Superintendent, Mr. 
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Lepene, City Solicitor Leo Cater representing Mayor 
Edward Charpentier of Somersworth and members 
of the press. Mayor Thomas Keenan of Dover and 
Mayor John Shaw of Rochester were unable to be 
present. 


Each item in the budget was considered and ex- 
planations for the amount of each appropriation 
were given by either the Chairman of the Delegation 
or Chairman of the County Commissioners, Lucien 
G. Paradis. 


At noon dinner was served to those assembled 
following which the meeting was resumed. 


The budget was again considered item by item 
with the appropriation for each. 


A suggestion was made by Rep. Green that the 
Commissioners look into the possibility of a switch 
board as a possible saving in toll calls at the County 
Court House. 


Chairman, Chase advised the group that the 
$2300 requested for the Register of Probate includ- 
ed the purchase of a typewriter. That is, any money 
saved from deputy expense plus any other saving 
which can be realized would be applied to the pur- 
chase of a typewriter for that office. 


The appropriation of $1600 for the Register of 
Deeds was lowered to $1200. Mrs. Dube stated she 
was of the opinion that there were about 52 more 
books to be slip-covered. 


Following a very lengthy discussion on re-in- 
dexing, Rep. Flanagan moved that the sum of $2000 
be ear-marked for the hiring of a clerk for the ex- 
press purpose of working on the re-indexing in the 
Registry of Deeds under the supervision of Mrs. 
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Dube. Seconded by Rep. Lacasse. Roll called. Motion 
passed 10-12. An amendment was made by Rep. Le- 
tourneau that the motion be effective April 1, 1954 
—not to exceed $2000 for the eurrent year. Passed. 


In accordance with request of Mr. Walter 
Keays made at the Public Hearing, the Commission- 
ers checked into the matter of whether or not any 
motion had been made regarding photostating vet- 
erans’ discharges at no cost. It was revealed that, 
as far as could be ascertained, no motion or provi- 
sion had been made. Chairman Chase stated that, 
according to the records of the County Commission- 
ers, 41 discharges were photostated between 11/50- 
12/51 free of charge. From 1/52 to date, approx- 
imately 366 veterans’ discharges have been photo- 
stated at a cost of 35c which brought in $128.10 in 
revenue to the County. Rep. Crandall moved that 
the County photostat veterans’ discharges free of 
cost. First copy to be done at no charge; any addi- 
tional copies to be 35c per copy. Motion was sec- 
onded by Rep. Flanagan. Passed. 


Rep. Grimes made motion that the sum of $300 
be inserted for repairs at County Home to screen 
and paint the veranda on the women’s side for use 
in the Summer. Motion seconded by Rep. Flanagan. 
Passed. 


Rep. Green moved and it was seconded by Rep. 
Funkhouser that the appropriation for delegation 
expense be transferred -to the appropriation for 
screening and painting the veranda. Motion was 
disallowed. 


No amount had been estimated on interest on 
funds invested. County Treasurer, Leo Cormier ad- 
vised that it was difficult to state just how much 
could be realized from this. Rep. Crandall moved 
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that the sum of $600 be added as estimated on funds 
invested. Seconded by Rep. Swain. Passed. 


The expenditures taken from the Contingent 
Fund in 1953 and its need for 1954 was considered 
in length. Rep. Stearns made a motion that the 
Contingent Fund be reduced to $2000. Reason for 
that being to hold amount necessary to be raised for 
taxation as close as it was last year. Following a 
suggestion made by Rep. Brown that the amount of 
revenue from the Farm be raised to $41.000 and the 
Contingent Fund be lowered to $3000, Rep. Stearns 
made a new motion. Rep. Stearns moved that the 
Contingent Fund be left at $3000 and $1000 be add- 
ed to estimated income at County Farm. Seconded 
by Rep. Brown. Passed. 


Rep. Swain stated the Commissioners and Ex- 
ecutive Committee should be commended for the 
revenue received at the County Farm on the infirm- 
ary and convalescent program which exceeded all 
expectations. 


Rep. Swain moved that the budget with the 
changes made be accepted. Seconded by Rep. 
Brown. Passed. 


Special appropriations included in the 1954 
budget were as follows: $600 for secretarial ex- 
pense for the County Solicitor; $2000 appropriation 
for the Court Room to take care of the installation 
of a ladies’ rest room, new chairs for the jury and 
new electric fixtures to take the place of gas ones; 
the amount of $1000 was granted the Sheriff for the 
erection of a partition, purchase of a camera and 
files; $3600 for the purchase of a hay baler and a 
new station wagon for the County Farm use—1949 
Chev. to be traded in. 
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Rep. Chase brought to the attention of the 
delegation the need of a new heating system at the 
farm which would be a saving in the cost of fuel, in- 
stallation of a sprinkler system which would mean a 
reduction in the cost of insurance and repairs to the 
brick work at the Court House. The approximate 
total cost for the three items is $44,000. 


Motion made by Rep. Crandall and seconded by 
Rep. Swain that the Commissioners be authorized 
to look into the matter of engineers’ fees and speci- 
fications. Motion passed. 


It was moved by Rep. Swain and seconded by 
several that the meeting be adjourned. 
Meeting adjourned at 4 p. m.

Executive Committee Meeting 
October 18, 1954 


The meeting was called to order at 1:45 p. m. 
with Mr. Raymond Chase, Chairman presiding. The 
following members were present: Flanagan, Cran- 
dall, St. Pierre, Letourneau. Also present were the 
three County Commissioners, and Supt. John Le- 
pene. 
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Each item in the budget was read and consid- 
ered. It was noted that $350. was spent recently for 
furniture in the court room at the Court House, also 
that an extra amount of $75 was spent on screening 
in the men’s porch at the County Home. County is 
well within its budget. A motion to accept the nine 
months budget was made by Mr. Crandall and sec- 
onded by Mr. Flanagan. Motion passed. 


Mr. Crandall made a motion that the Commit- 
tee commend the County Commissioners and Supt. 
Lepene for their splendid work on the operation of 
the County and County Farm and particularly on 
the budget which is well within expenditures. This 
motion was seconded by Mr. Letourneau. Passed. 


Supt. Lepene brought before the Executive 
Committee the matter of the mangle at the County 
Home being out of condition. The estimated cost 
on parts to fix the machine would be $300 on a non- 
returnable basis. Cost of a new mangle would be 
between $3,000-4,000. Mr. Craig from the Craig 
Supply Co. in Durham, N. H., was called before the 
meeting to discuss the matter. He suggested that 
the 56’ gas heated master ironer would do the work 
and would be more economic to run. A motion was 
made by Mr. Flanagan that the Executive Commit- 
tee authorize Mr. Lepene to purchase the ironer if 
it meets with his approval, said purchase to be paid 
for from the Contingent Fund, not to exceed $600. 
Motion unanimous. Passed. 


The subject of a new heating system and 
sprinkler system in the County Home was discussed 
briefly. The question of the work to be done at the 
Court House was brought up and it was decided that 
this would be taken up as future business.

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COUNTY COMMISSIONERS REPORT—1954 


In accordance with the Public Laws of State of 

New Hampshire, the Board of Strafford County 
Commissioners herewith submit the annual report 
of the Commissioners along with the Treasurer, Su- 
perintendent of the County Home, Clerk of Court, 
County Solicitor, Chaplains and County Extension 
Service. 


At the close of December 1954, the balance of 
the budget was $20,140.75. A few departments 
were over the appropriations, but the total appro- 
priations were under by $1,213.84. With the rev- 
enues in excess of the estimates at the County Home 
and Board and Care of Children we were able to 
have a cash balance of $20,140.75. The general 
policy of Strafford County Home is planned econ- 
omy, and good care for the aged people. The new 
infirmary program, which we started in 1952 to take 
care of permanently and totally disabled, and old 
age is showing an increase, and we anticivate it will 
continue to be a good revenue for the County. 


The overdraft at the County Home for the year 
1954 was caused mainly by increased labor costs, 
and repairs for hurricane damage for which we 
were later reimbursed by insurances. 


Through the efforts of our investigator, the 
County has been reimbursed $12,281.21 for Board 
and Care of Children, and the actual expenditure 
was $37,909.46, so almost one third was collected. 
There has been an increase in expenditures under 
Aid to Soldiers, but some of this has been due to the 
increase cost of medical and hospital care. We 
usually request relief recipients to work at the Coun- 
ty Home in return for assistance given and this has 
proved quite satisfactory. 
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The County Commissioners have three projects 
in mind and plan to recommend it to the Strafford 
County Delegation. 


First: The replacement of the heating system 
at the County Home as the present boilers have been 
condemned by the underwriters. 


Second: Install a Sprinkler System at the 
County Home for safety and protective purposes. By 
doing this we will be able to use the third floor at 
the County Home and possibly fifteen to eighteen 
beds could be used. We also have been informed 
that this would make a reduction in insurance rates. 


Third: The old part of the Court House should 
be repointed, water proofed, and all windows paint- 
ed and repaired. Some of the stones are settling 
from lack of mortar. On recommendation of a local 
architect, immediate attention is necessary. If these 
projects are approved, the County Commissioners 
recommend that they be financed by a bond issue ex- 
tended over a twenty year period. 


At the Court House a new toilet and lavoratory 
has been installed on the third floor near the court 
room, and for the Judge’s office new furniture was 
purchased, also new lighting fixtures were installed 
for Judge’s office and his Conference room. The 
Sheriff’s room has been divided into two rooms so 
that he can have a private office. 


Early summer the Board of County Commis- 
sioners decided to put extended coverage on insur- 
ance policies which proved to be a good investment 
as the hurricanes occurred in latter part of August 
and September. Extensive damage was done to 
several buildings at County Home and slight dam- 
age to the Court House. 
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The County Commissioners feel that the Coun- 
ty is fortunate in having a staff of employers that 
keep affairs operating in such an efficient manner. 


We wish to express our appreciation to the var- 
ious County officials, New Hampshire Public Wel- 
fare Dept., Probation Dept., County Delegates, 
County Physicians and Cities and Towns for their 
fine cooperation. We are also grateful to clubs, in- 
dividuals, and Chaplains for their contribution to 
the inmates at the County Home. 


We wish to thank Superintendent and Matron, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Lepene for their wonderful work 
and understanding of the County Home, also nurses 
who have given good care to the inmates. 


The citizens of Strafford County are cordially 
invited to visit the County Home at any time.

Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and 
Clerk of the Superior Court during the periods un- 
der review were examined and compared with cor- 
responding entries in the Treasurer’s records. Sup- 
porting invoices and payrolls were also examined 
and the classification of expenditures noted. Proof 
of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1958, 
is shown in Exhibit O. 


Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk 
of Court of Strafford County were examined. Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as pos- 
sible, and found to be properly recorded. Court or- 
ders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
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vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a 
Superior Court Justice. 


County Farm 


The accounts and records of the Superintend- 
ent of the County Farm were examined. Receipts 
of the County Farm were checked by source through 
the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as re- 
corded in the cash book, were properly accounted 
for by the Superintendent through remittances to 
the County Treasurer. 


Classified summaries of receipts and expendi- 
tures of the County Institutions for the years 1952 
and 1953 are presented in Exhibits G and P, re- 
spectively. 


General Comments 
Debt Limit: 


The debt limit and borrowing capacity of Straf- 
ford County as of January 1, 1954, as provided by 
the Municipal Finance Act (Chapter 258 of the 
Laws of 1953, which amends and replaces Chap- 
ter 72 of the Revised Laws) is as follows: 

1953 Assessed Valuation of Strafford 


County (All Cities and Towns) $66,771,373.00 
Debt Limit (3% of Valuation) 2,003,141.00 
Outstanding Bonds (.07% of Valuation) 44,000.00 


Net Borrowing Capacity 
(2.98% of Valuation) $1,959,141.00

The accounts and records of the county offi- 
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cials were found in good condition and the account- 
ing and financial procedure conformed to prescribed 
methods.

Comments 


In addition to the cases listed above, many in- 
vestigations were conducted, and numerous misde- 
meanor cases were handled in the various municipal 
courts in the course of the year. The year saw a 
large increase in cases of juvenile delinquency, 
many of which were presented in juvenile court by 
the County Solicitor. The marked increase in such 
cases, together with the fact that a large number of 
the cases involved the commission of felonies by ju- 
veniles, constitute a cause for serious concern on the 
part of the juvenile courts, the police, the Probation 
Department, and all law enforcement officials, as 
well as on the part of teachers, parents and the com- 
munity at large. While the origin of many of these 
cases is to be found in the home environment of the 
minor concerned, this is by no means always the 
case. No obvious solution to the problem is apparent, 
as the problem is evidently a product of the times in 
which we live. All the courts can do is to handle 
each case as it arises, and in most cases involving 
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juveniles, punishment of the ordinary sort is a last 
resort, the effort being to get the juvenile to under- 
stand that what he has done is wrong, and to see 
that greater supervision is obtained, usually through 
officers of the Probation Department. 


For the cheerful co-operation received from all 
county, state, city and town officials, I am most 
grateful.

Gentlemen: 


It is with pleasure that we submit a report of 
the Strafford County Agricultural Work as it per- 
tains to the County Agricultural Agent. As this 
work covers a multiplicity of activities we are sub- 
mitting just a few of the most important ones. 


To begin with we might mention that Coopera- 
tive Extension Service in Strafford County is made 
possible by the cooperation of three political bodies, 
namely the County of Strafford, the State of New 
Hampshire, and the Federal Government through 
the United States Department of Agriculture. 


As mentioned above the aims of the Extension 
Service are many. One of its purposes is to help the 
producers to raise, not only more but better quality 
farm products. It carries its objectives still further 
in consumer education with urban people. During 
the past year many meetings have been held with 
wholesalers and members of the retail grocers as- 
sociation on new marketing methods. 


The Extension Service is the media through 
which findings, by the Experiment Station of new 
techniques are brought to the people of the County. 


The Agricultural Agent has an important part 
in the activities of the other Agricultural Agencies, 
working in the County, being a member of the Coun- 
ty Agricultural Stablization and Conservation Com- 
mittee, a member of the County Committee of the 
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Farm and Home Administration and Secretary of 
the County Soil Conservation District. 

The Agricultural Extension Service, through 
the Agricultural Agent is responsible for fertilizer, 
seed, and liming recommendations, made to farm- 
ers. 


There are many management problems which 
we help farmers solve. These relate to livestock, 
crops, machinery, and marketing, as well as to the 
overall farm business. 


It is our duty to keep the people of the County 
up to date on new varieties, new methods, and out- 
look. 


These are some of the activities of the County 
Agricultural Agent. 


In closing I wish to thank all people who have 
shown interest in this work.

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STRAFFORD COUNTY FORESTER 


Recent U. 8S. Forest Service surveys show that 
there are 179,400 acres of forest land in Strafford 
County. This represents 74% of the total land area 
of the county. The county is faced with the problem 
of getting forest practices going so that each acre 
of woodland will yield a continuous crop of high 
quality forest products, and to correlate the annual 
timber drain by local wood-using industries with 
the annual growth of timber on the forest lands. The 
county forestry program is aimed at assisting and 
guiding the landowners and forest timber operators 
in achieving this goal. 


Requests for services in the county has shown 
an increase of 229.% from 1952 to 1954. Apparent- 
ly woodland owners are becoming acquainted with 
the services offered under the CountyCounty Fores- 
try Program. 


The publicity given the County Forestry Pro- 
gram through lectures, radio and television broad- 
casts, newspaper articles and from people who par- 
ticipated in the program seems to have been quite 
effective, as indicated by the increase in requests 
for the services of the County Forester. 


The forest operators have shown a great in- 
terest in county forestry program and apparently 
regard it as one which is beneficial to them. 


At the present time, one forester covers both 
Belknap and Strafford counties, and divides his time 
equally between the two counties. 


During 1954, 1,551,000 board feet of timber 
was marked and harvested under good forestry 
practices in Belknap and Strafford Counties. This 
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was a slight increase over that selectively harvested 
in 1953 despite a general decrease in the overall 
timber cut in the two counties over the same period 
of time. i? 


During the past year there has been a marked 
increase in the work done to improve young forest 
stands in the county. This is a very important phase 
of the county forestry program and more publicity 
should bring out the value to landowners and to the 
county for improving immature forest stands.

The past year’s program in home demonstra- 
tion work has achieved its objectives as follows: 


ky, Information on time and labor saving meth- 
ods in meal preparation, sewing, care of storage 
household equipment, etc. 


2. Explanation of the services of the State 
Health Department. 


3. The encouragement of homemakers to per- 
form as much community service as their time and 
strength permits, and each home demonstration 
group has been urged to conduct at least one com- 
munity service project a year. 


4. Homemakers have been assisted with the 
planning of family expenditures with long-time fi- 
nancial plans; the project of crafts, clothing, dec- 
orations, and the like. 


5. By means of the help given above, homemak- 
ers have been able to develop skill and techniques 
that have saved them money as well as to help them 
in a skill that has earned money. 


6. Such improvement and management of the 
home has provided not only financial aid but sati- 
faction of family living. 


7. Through becoming more expert at perform- 
ing household tasks, homemakers have been pro- 
vided more time for other activities. 


8. By means of a monthly circular letter par- 
ents have been assisted with child development and 
guidance. 
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9.. Through participation in many programs, 
homemakers have been stimulated to think in terms 
of their responsibilities for international under- 
standing. Such programs have been Civil Defense, 
International Farm Youth Exchange and other pro- 
grams. 


In looking over the change of conducting home 
demonstration work we find that instead of an 
Agent-centered program of instruction the program 
is now Leader-centered, with local people in' each 
home demonstration group well trained to teach a 
wide variety of homemaking skills and well versed 
in seientific homemaking information. 


The greatest need for the next few years will 
be to find ways to maintain the organization at its 
present strength and, at the same time, find ways 
for it to expand its influence to reach ever increas- 
ing number of homemakers with an adult program 
of public education in home economics. 


The Agent wishes to express her sincere ap- 
preciation to the County Commissioners for their 
local support of the Cooperative Extension Service 
program in the best interests of the people of Straf- 
ford County.

The 4-H Club program in Strafford County 
serves several hundred boys and girls in the various 
parts of the County. The program is divided into 
two divisions, that for Junior members, under four- 
teen years of age, and that for Senior members, 
fourteen years or older. During 1954, boys and girls 
in the County did a large amount of project work 
including among other things raising 2300 birds, 
caring for about 100 cattle and made around 1500 
articles of clothing. Other projects done include 
crafts, canning and freezing, cooking, electricity, 
gardening, and child care, just to mention a few. 
The program was carried on by a Club Agent for 
the full year and an Associate Agent during the first 
half of the year.
